HOUSING  ACTS 


HOUSING : 


Unfit  Houses : 

Twenty  three  houses  were  declared  unfit  during  the  year  and 
were  either  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses  or  placed  m 
Clearance  Areas. 


Owners  made  fit  twenty  nine  houses  and  Closing  Orders, 
Demolition  Orders,  or  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  in 
respect  of  them  were  revoked.  Every  encouragement  is  given  o 
owners  or  prospective  purchasers  of  houses  declared  unfit,  to  , 
carry  out  works  of  improvement  and  modernisation.  *ne  ^ounci 
policy  of  rehousing  tenants  of  such  houses  has  proved  advantageous 
because  it  has  then  allowed  owners  to  fully  modernise  tnese  houses 
and  thus  enhance  the  stockpile  of  fit  houses. 


Improvement  Areas : 

It  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  carry  out  an  over-all 
survey  of  certain  areas  of  the  Urban  District  to  ascertain  how 
they  can  be  improved  in  all  respects. 

Such  an  improvement  will  not  only  include  the  provision  of 
modern  amenities  in  the  houses,  but  also  an  enhancement  ana 
improvement  of  the  environment  in  which  they  stand.

The  need  for  constaiit  vigilance  by  the  food  trade  is 
of  paramount  importance.  The  pre-packaging  of  food  increases 
yearly  and  consequent ly  to  avoid  deterioration,  stock  rotation 
and  shelf  control  should  become  a  routine  automatic  action. 


The  arguments  for  and  against  date  stamping  packed  foods 
has  been  discussed  before  but  it  must  always  be  remembered 
that  the  discriminating  purchaser  will  always  select  packages 
of  the  most  recent  date  and  consequently  needless  wastage  of 
food  would  occur.
